Depth of Seeding 
Sweet Clover 


ua 

As arule, provided moisture 
is available, the nearer the sur- 
fuce sweet clover seed 1s sown 
the better is the chance of se- 
curing a satisfactory stand. 

While this knowledge is, of 
course, already well established, 
“un attempt in a small way, to 
measure the exact relationship 
between depth of seeding of 
Sweet Clover and stand of the 
crop was made at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm, 
Head, Susk, during 1981. A 
series of tests were carried out 
under controlled conditions, 
number one grade Arctic sweet 
clover seed being sown on the 
surface and at tatervals of ex. 
actly half an inch thereafter to 
the depth of several inches. 

The results obtained were for 
the most part uniform and in- 
teresting, Considering the tests 
us a whole, the average favor. 
ed seeding at the depth of half 
an ipeh; the etand from the 
one ineh depth was over eyht 
per cent less, while seeding at a 
depth of twe inches gave a 
stand of over tweaty. per cent. 
less than the stand from the 
half.inch seading, The next 
halt-ineh deeper showed a drop 
of fifty-seven per cent, the 
three.inch seventy seven and 
the four inch ninety-three per 
cent. 

Results trom surface seeding 
aloug by the end of the month,

“Fresh from the Gardens” 
The Problem Of Debt 

The one question, above all others In importance, that is engaging the 
attention of the people of Western Canada, and of the farming class in par- 
ticular, is as to how they are going to pay their accumulated burden of 
debt. As a result of drouth conditions extending over two and three years 
with partial or complete crop failures, and with prevailing world prices for 
such crops, live stock, dairy and poultry products as they did produce below 
the actual cost of production, tens of thousands of farmers have been 
forced to use all the reserves they may have had, and have gone deeply into 
debt. 

They find themselves in the position, where, having purchased land and 
equipment during the war years, and in the post-war period when high 
prices prevailed, and when wheat sold around $1.50 to $2.00 a bushel, they 
fre now being required to pay these inflated obligations with wheat at 50 
cents a bushel, and in thousands of instances with no wheat at all to sell. | 
Instead, therefore, of being able to gradually get out of debt, they find them- | 
selves getting deeper and deeper into debt, with little or no prospect of ever 
being able in their lifetime to get free of it. 

Consequently, the relationship of themselves to their various creditors, 
the appalling interest payments confronting them, the practical impossibility 
of meeting their obligations, and the alternative possibility of losing their 
homes, constitutes a veritable nightmare of worry. They feel themselves 
confronted with the probability that, in the event of harvesting a good, or | 
even fair crop, this fall, their creditors will swoop down on them and gobble 
everything up, thus leaving them in their present predicament of having 
nothing wherewith to maintain their families in decency and comfort and 
“carry on.” , 

So, inevitably and naturally, everybody is seeking for a solution, and | 
suggestions without number are being advanced. Many, of course, are 
utterly impracticable; others are economically unsound and would ultimately 
result in intensifying the difficulty rather than solving it; others, again, offer 
some hope. 

It will be recalled that, following the war, Germany adopted policies 
which resulted in converting hundreds of millions of marks issued during 
the war to its own people into so many worthless pieces of paper. France| 
deliberately depreciated its own currency, the franc, to HK cecol figure. 
as to accomplish the same result In its present financia emergency, | 
Great Britain went off the gold standard, and its money took a tremendous 
drop in value almost over night. Now the United States, also faced with a 
financial emergency, has gone in for “inflation” of its currency, or “refla-| 
tion,” as they are now pleased to term it, with a view to thawing out its 
huge amounts of frozen credits, and to put a larger supply of currency in| 
circulation. All these expedients have a temporary effect, but the fact re- 
mains,—it is an economic truth,—-that if anything is inflated it must sooner 
or later be deflated again. In the end there must be a “writing down” or a) 
“writing off” of liabilities beyond the ability of the debtor to pay. | 

Sooner or later some portion of the indebtedness of thousands of | 
Western farmers must be written off, and the sooner the better for all) 
concerned. A merchant is foxced-into bankruptcy, and pays fifty cents on) 
the dollar. He is then free to make a new start, albeit his credit will not | 
be as good as before. If a mortgage or loan company forecloses on a farm | 
property and takes it over, it must ultimately re-sell that farm to some one 
else. It is almost certain that it will have to take a loss, selling the farm | 
for less than the original liability against it. Would it not, then, be good 
business on the part of such loan or mortgage company to take the same | 
loss, or even a somewhat larger one, right now, by consenting to a writing | 
‘down the present farmer's liability to a point where he has a chance to} 
“carry on’ and pay? The property would thus once again become revenue | 
producing to the company, although not perhaps to the extent originally | 
expected. Nevertheless the company conceivably might otherwise have the! 
land on its hands for some time, a bill of expense for taxes, etc. Surely, it 
would be better business to keep the present owner on the land in a position 
where he can add his mite to the general productivity and prosperity of the} 
country. 

One suggestion that is receiving increasing attention and support is that | 
existing farm debts should be capitalized and amortized, that is, that pay- 
ments of equal annual instalments covering both principal and interest 
spread over a terra of years, 15, 20, 25 or 30 years, should be agreed upon. 
Surely, such a plan can be worked out without undue loss to anybody, and 
in such a manner as to ensure tenure of their homes to present occupants 
and an opportunity to ultimately free themselves of debt. | 

Unless something of the kind is done, it is almost a certainty that many 
Western farms will either be abandoned, or will pass through foreclosure! 
proceedings, from their present owners and possibly remain idle in the hands! 
of loan and mortgage companies, or as tax sale properties held by municipal- 
ities, for a goodly number of years to come, thus seriously retarding the 
production and development of the country, and imposing a check upon the 
prosperity of all, individuals, corporations and governments alike,

Calgary, Alberta.--Unification of 
western Canadian policies, especially 
regarding unemployment relief, was 
advanced here Saturday, March 12, 
at the third inter-provincial confer- 


ence of representatives of Manitoba, | 


Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia. Details of debate and de- 
cisions were withheld pending submis- 


sion to the various provincial cab- 
inets. 
Problems of relief administra- 


tion, handling of transients and de- 
portation of foreign born agitators 
were discussed during the one-day 
conference, and representations to 
the Federal Government are expected 
to be mgde following consideration of 
the delegates’ reports to their gov- 
ernments. 


O. L. McPherson, Minister of Pub- ' 


lic Works in the Alberta Govern- 
ment, said that in all probability the 
provincial governments would take 
up with federal authorities the ques- 
tion of extending the period for Do- 
minion aid in relief matters until the 
end of May, at least. 


R. W. Bruhn, Minister of Public 
works for British Columbia; T. M. 
Molloy, Deputy Minister of Labor for 
Saskatchewan, and W. R. Clubb, 
Minister of Public Works for Mani- 
toba, questioned here, were all silent 
on the discussions of the conference. 


Reports said the provinces would 
seek joint control of relief money ex- 
penditure to avoid delay in the inau- 
guration of building projects and 
other government relief measures, but 
no confirmation was made by the four 
government representatives during 
the session. 


Dr. Grisdale ToRetire 


Deputy Minister Of Agriculture Will 
Be Superannuated 

Ottawa, Ont.—The superannuation 
of Dr. J. H. Grisdale as Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture was announced by 
Robert Weir, Minister of that Depart- 
ment. Dr. Grisdale suffered a break- 
down in health about a week ago and 
as a result asked for his superannua- 
tion, which has been granted. He had 
been Deputy Minister since 1919. 

In making the announcement the 
minister expressed regret that one 
who had been so long in the service 
should find it necessary to ask for 
his superannuation on account of ill- 
ness, which, no doubt, had been due 
to his arduous duties in the depart- 
ment. Dr. Grisdale will receive six 
months’ leave with pay as from April 
3, after which the superannuation 
takes effect. No successor to Dr. 
Grisdale has yet been chosen. 


Premier Outlines Seed Plan 
Federal Government "Proposes Loan 
To Three Prairie Provinces 


Ottawa, Ont.-The position which 
the Dominion Government has taken 
in respect to supplying seed and feed 
for farmers in the prairie provinces 
was outlined in the House of Com- 
mons by Premier R. B. Bennett. 

In brief, the government proposed 
to advance the necessary monies by 
way of loans to the three prairie 
provinces. The provinces would give 
to the Dominion their own treasury 
bills in return. In the case of the 
Province of Manitoba, Mr, Bennett 
stated that “something less than 
$700,000 would take care of require- 
ments.”

Idle Insurat 
_ Laid Before 


Ottawa, Ont.-—Details of an unem- 
ployment insurance scheme were laid 
before parliament by Peter Heenan, 
| former minister of labor, with the ex- 
| pressed hope the government would 
| foster the plan, The total annual 
|cost he placed at $90,000,000, to be 
divided equally among the Dominion, 
the workers and the employers. Bene- 
| fits would range from $30 a month 
for single men to $65 a month for 
; married men. 

“In order to raise the contribution 
to he made by the workers,” said Mr. 
Heenan, “each man would be required 
| to contribute $15 a year or about 30 
|cents a week. One or two per cent. 
| of the payroll of the average employ- 
|er would raise the $30,000,000 requir- 
|ed from that group and the remaining 
| $30,000,000 would be contributed by 
| the federal government, or, if it de- 
| sires to co-operate with the provinces, 
{it could contribute $15,000,000 and 
| the provinces the remaining $15,000,- 
| 000.”

\Manitoba Farm Loans Board 


Increased Deticit Is Shown For Fiscal 
Year Ended April 30, 1931 

Winnipeg, Man.—Deficit of the 
Manitoba Farm Loans Association in- 
creased from $168,874.18 to $1,022,203 
during the fiscal year ended April 30, 
1931, according to a report submitted 
to the legislature by the Manitoba 
Farm Loans Board along with an 
audit report of the association. 

The report was the first made by 
the new board, which took over di- 
rection of the association's activities 
in 1930. 

Operating expenses of $85,197.31 
and writing off of $768,159.44 under 
the board's new policy, accounted for 
the greatly-increased deficit, it was 
explained. 

In an explanation of the associa- 
tion's condition, the report found fault 
with previous operation of the asso- 
ciation. ‘The scheme could not have 
been a complete success from the 
commencement,” it remarks setting 
out that the margin between the cost 
of the money borrowed for the pur- 
pose of making loans and the rate of 
interest charged the farmer-borrow- 
er was insufficient.

Mining Regions In The World 


School memories of Great Bear 
Lake are due for rigid revision in 
the light of discoveries of prodigious 
esis wealth in that region. Early 
maps revealed a huge wilderness be- 
|tween Edmonton and the icy shores 
of the Arctic in which Great Bear 
| Lake was the last of several large 
| bodies of water, lonely and remote. 
| Students often wondered at the mys- 
| terlous ways of nature in creating so 
‘large an area for no apparent pur- 
pose. 
| Dr. Charles Camsell, Deputy Min- 
|ister of Mines for Canada, speaking 
in the conservative manner of the 
scientist, told a Sudbury audience of 
‘mining men of his hopes for the new 
|mining region, which is so rich in 
various minerals, especially pitch- 
| blende, the ore that carries radium. 
| “It appears the pitchblende depos- 
{ts will be as rich as, and possibly 
richer than any of the other known 
| deposits in the world,” he said. The 
‘importance of this find from the 
standpoint of the treatment of cancer 
may be imagined. In the same ad- 
dress Dr, Camsell said the value of 
;the mineral products of Canada ex- 
‘ceeded the value of the wheat crop, 
a statement doubtless based on the 
recent low price of wheat. 

Only the aeroplane has made the 
wealth of Great Bear Lake something 
of practical importance. As _ long 
|ago as 1771 Samuel Hearne brought 
|news of great wealth in native cop- 
| per from the Coppermine River, 
| which flows into the Arctic further 
‘east toward Hudson Bay. Physical 
difficulties made exploration of this 
'region impossible for the next cen- 
tury and a half. Enough has been re- 
vealed in recent years to show the 
triangle between the Mackenzie River, 
Great Bear Lake and the shore of 
the Arctic west of the Coppermine, is 
;one of the richest mining regions of 
the world.—Toronto Globe.

ference held at Saskatoon. The resolu- 
tion also hints that the Saskatchewan 
organization feels that failure of 
United States authorities to remove 
the devastating and unsportsmanlike 
methods of hunting may eventually 
lead to a break in negotiations to- 
ward an international movement for 
the conservation of migratory game 
birds. 

The meeting concentrated mainly

Returning To 
Mother Country 


Tide Of Immigration Turning Back 
To Shores Of Britain 

It has come as a shock to the Bri- 
tish public to learn that Dominions 
are sending more migrants back to 
Britain than they are receiving, 
despite large sums of money spent by 
government and private agencies for 
promotion of settlement in the em- 
pire overseas. 

Last year there were 11,000 men, 
women and children coming to Eng- 
land from Canada in excess of the 
number making the westward jour- 
ney. There were another 11,000 that 
came to the Old Country from other 
parts of the empire over and above 
the number leaving Britain. Aus- 
tralia had the next largest exodus 
after Canada, making a net loss of 
| 8,500 migrants. 

Taking the last two years together 
Canada has a balance in her favor, 
but Australia lost over 14,000 by emi- 
gration. The same story of the mi- 
gration movement to Britain is told 
of the United States. A net balance 
of 13,000 people abandoned that 
country expecting to find better con- 
ditions in Britain last year. It has 
often happened in the past that the 
pace of Britain's human exports has 
slackened. 

It is the first time that the tide 
has turned right back to the mother 
country from all distant shores and 
it is by mo means certain that the 
outward flow can be resumed when 
| overseas countries are again demand- 
ing labor. There is already shortage 
of juveniles in Britain owing to the 
fall of the birth rate, which began 
in war years. The Morning Post 
sorrowfully comments, “if our indus- 
tries were prosperous we could afford 
to welcome these recruits, but as 
| things are we can only suppose they 
return to us by reason of the poor 
law system and unemployment insur- 
ance, they have been beaten by hard- 
er conditionss of the new world, or 
are attracted by softer conditions of 
the old.”

An Extraordinary Mystery 
Indian Rope ‘Trick Is Still Subject Of 
Controversy 

However else the world wags, it

‘dian rope trick seems likely to endure 
‘forever. It has been revived in Lon- 


|don, England, brought to particular | 


| vigor by a letter to the London Morn- 
|ing Post, in which the widow of|a re- 
| tired colonel in the Indian cavalry as- 
serts that she saw the trick done in 
northern India 25 years ago. Her own 
| story of her experience runs thus: 

“I remember it quite distinctly. I 
| was sitting in a room on the first 
| floor of the hotel and from the win- 
|dow saw a group of natives outside. 
, One of them asked for a rope and 
| this was supplied by a hotel servant. 
|The man threw the rope into the air 
}and it stayed there. Immediately a 
small native boy climbed up to the 
top of the rope and disappeared at a 
| height of about twenty feet or more. 
About half a minute later the boy re- 
appeared from another part of the 
| hotel grounds and the rope was hand- 
ed back to the servant.” 

The colonel's widow added that she 
believed that the trick could be ex- 
plained on the ground of hypnotism. 

Ordinarily reports of the successful 
performance of the rope trick have 
the weakness of hearsay evidence, but 
in the case of the colonel’s widow 
there was an eyewitness to be dealt 


with. The response to the story was 
correspondingly sharp. A _ retired 
lieutenant-colonel who had _ spént 


thirty-two years in India, a good part 
of it in the effort to see the trick 
done, reported failure, and no takers 
for a standing offer of two thousand 
rupees to any native who would do 
the trick for him. Douglas Dexter, 
honorary vice-president of the 
Magic Circle, called the Indian rope 
trick a myth and said that rewards 
of amounts up to £500 have been and 
still are offered without a claimant. 
Major L. H. Branson, late of the In- 
dian Army, maintained that the trick 
had never been performed. During his 
twenty-five years of service In India 
Major Branson kept standing a re- 
ward for performance of the trick, 
but it never was claimed. Thus the 
skeptics. 

More extraordinary than the de- 
nials was a story contributed by E. 
S. Barnett, who found it in Lord 
Frederic Hamilton's, “Here, There 
and Everywhere.” It was told to the 
author by a Colonel Barnard, some- 
time Chief of Police in Calcutta, and 
concerned the experience of Colonel 
Barnard and a subordinate, Accord- 
ing to Colonel Barnard’s story, he and 
this subordinate watched an Indian 
juggler perform the rope trick and 
took photographs as the rope was 
paid out, as the boy climbed the rope, 
as the juggler followed the boy up 
the rope, and as the juggler descend- 
ed wiping a bloody knife and explain- 
ed that he had killed the boy for dis- 
obedience. 

The two Englishmen returned home 
mystified by the trick. Then Colonel 
Barnard developed and printed his 
pictures. They showed that neither 
the juggler nor the boy nor the rope 
had moved at all, The photographs 
of the boy climbing the rope, of the 
juggler following him, and of the jug- 
gler descending were photographs of 
the thin air, Even though it is a twice 
told tale, this is an even better story 
than that told by the colonel’s widow. 
It should give fresh life to the con- 
troversy.

| Manitoba Income Tax 


$400 Paid By Farmers To Provincial 
Treasury In 1981 

Only 40 farmers in Manitoba paid 
income tax to the provincial govern- 
ment in 1931, according to a report 
by the tax commission tabled in the 
legislature. They paid just $400 into 
the provincial treasury. 

In 1929, when Manitoba was pros- 
perous after harvest of the previous 
fall's bumper crop, farmers contribut- 
ed $4,300 to the province through in- 
come taxes, and in 1930 they paid 
$2,400. 

While agriculture paid only $400 
income tax last year, the total amount 
collected was $812,500. Close to 16,- 
000 persons in Manitoba contributed 
to this amount.
